London, Oct. 30. 


A Tokyo forecast, attributed to the Japanese 
Finance Ministry, that Sterling will shortly be 
made a flexible currency and allowed to fluctuate 
between US$2.30 and US$3.00, has attracted atten- 
tion here mainly because of its neatness and pre- 


cision. 


Everybody likes figures and this forecast has 
two figures — or two more-than most forecasts of 
Sterling’s future have had. 


But admiration ‘of its re 
freshing neatness js not the 
same 83 concurrence. : 

No ‘support’ for the Tokyo 
theory can be found here In any 
reliable quarter.
